RULES OF ORDER FOR 1900. 

1. The regular hour of meeting shall be 8:30, and of adjournment 12:30. A majority 

of those present and voting may extend the session temporaril 3 % but the hour of meet- 
ing shall not be changed except b^^ a two-thirds vote. Special afternoon or evening i 

sessions may be ordered by a majority vote. 

2. The presiding officer shall cause the session to be opened promptly with divine f 

service, and after the reading and approval of the journal the Chair shall call the disci- 
plinary questions according to his discretion, subject to the order of the day. 

3. Special committees ordered b^r the Conference shall be appointed by the Chair, un- 
less otherwise provided for. ,

shall be subject to that right. 

5. The presiding officer shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the f 

Conference. When such appeal is taken, the person making the appeal shall be allowed ri 

to state the ground of his appeal, and the Chair the ground of his decision. Otherwise | 

than this the vote shall be taken without debate. |; 

6. Every^ resolution shall be in writing, signed by at least two members, and every ^ 

substitute and amendment or report of a committee shall be in writing. 

7. A report, resolution, or other paper shall be considered in possession of the Con- 
ference when it has been presented to and received by the Conference and read by the 

Secretary, and such document cannot be withdrawn without the consent of a majority f ; 

of the Conference present and voting. I 

8. In the disposition of matter before the Conference, the following motion shall have f , 

precedence: (1) The previous question. (2) Lie on the table. (3) Postpone to definite \ 

time. (4) Commit. (5) Amend. (6) Substitute. (7) Indefinite postponement. (8) It f 

shall be in order to offer an amendment to an amendment, and one amendment to a substi- [ 

tute. Should a motion assume this shape, the order of voting shall be as follows: (a) On f 

the amendment to the amendment; ( b) on the amendment, thus perfecting the main ques- 
tion; (c) on the amendment to the substitute; (d) on the substitute; (e) on the main ques- 
tion. 

9. Every member shall, when desiring to speak, arise from his seat and respectfully 
address the President and shall not be interrupted when speaking unless called to order 
by the President or b,y a member of the Conference through the President. By permis- 
sion of the Conference a member may explain, if he claims to be misrepresented. 

10. No member shall speak more than twice on the same question, nor more than fif- 
teen minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference; nor shall any member speak 
more than once until every member choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

11. Eveiy member vdio is within the bar when a question is put shall vote unless the 
Conference excuse him. No member shall be allowed to vote who is not within the bar 
when the question is put. 

12. Whenever a member shall move the “previous question,” the Chair shall demand, 

“ Shall the question now be put? ” and the vote on such motion shall be taken without 
debate. If a majority of the members voting sustain the call, the Chair shall put the 
question then pending without debate, except as provided in Rule 4. See No. 8 (1) and 
( 2 ). 

13. A motion to reconsider may be made on the day of the vote or the next day after 
(immediately after the reading of the journal) by any member who voted with the ma- 
jority. 

14. On demand of one-fifth of the members of the Conference, a recorded vote by 
yeas and nays shall be taken. 

15. A motion to adjourn made by a member entitled to the floor shall always be in 
order, and shall be taken without debate. 

16. These rules shall not be changed or suspended except by a majority of two-thirds 
of all the members present and voting.

SUPPLEMENT— REPORTS ADOPTED. 



I. SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

In submitting this annual statement of the Sunday School Board to the Tennessee 
Conference it is gratifying to be able to report progress in the Sunday school interests. 
The collection on Children’s Day is in excess of last j’^ear, showing for a period or i 
years a steady annual increase. Our preachers are giving more and more attention to 
the observance of this day, but our collections are not as good as they should be. Whi^e 
it is desirable to report progress in the collections, it is a better evidence of the success 
of Sunday school work that there be shown a larger average attendance, thorough prep- 
aration of the lessons by superintendents, teachers, and scholars, increased interest in mis- 
sions, and the impress of Christian character upon all attendants, whose moral influence 
shall be seen and felt in the community. We think the pastor should be punctual in his 
attendance at his schools, encouraging them by his presence and aiding them by his 
counsel. He should cooperate with the superintendent in securing efficient teachers and 
in the management and upbuilding of the school. They should endeavor to induce 
prompt and punctual attendance of the teachers. Sunday schools can, no more than 
day schools, be successfully conducted without punctual attendance of the teachers and 
preparation for their work. Irregular attendance by the teacher will demoralize the 
class and impair the success of the school. 

The Home Department should receive more attention on circuits as well as in stations. 

By this means our Sunday school literature is studied by many persons who otherwise 
would never see the Sunday school lesson. They are thus brought in touch with and 
become interested in the work of the Sunday school, of which they are a recognized part. 

The propriety of holding a Sunday School Convention this year, and if held, the time 
and place for holding it, is referred to the Executive Committee of the Board. But if 
such Convention be held, it is the sense of the Board that institute work be done in the 
Convention for the improvement of methods in teaching and the development of mate- 
rial for teachers. 

We hope that no pastor will fail to observe Children’s Day, remembering that this is 
the only source of revenue to the Sunday School Board. 

The Board will furnish, gratis. Children’s Day programmes to all our schools apply- 
ing for them. Make all applications for aid to Brother D. C. Scales, Secretary of the 
Board, Nashville. Application blanks can be procured from the Secretary or the Pub- 
lishing House. We request that all applications for literature be made upon these 
blanks. We suggest that the presiding elders keep a supply on hand. 

We recommend that all our schools take a collection every Sunday for the purpose of 
buying their literature, except that the collection of one Sunday in each month be paid 
to the preacher in charge, as missionary money, which may be credited on his mission- 
ary assessment. 

We recommend the distribution in the Sunday school of missionary literature on mis- 
sion day. With other missionary literature we commend the Little Worker, publishe<l 
monthly at Nashville by^ the Woman’s Board of Foreign Missions. 

We recommend that our schools use our own literature issued by our Publishing 
House at Nashville, and that they furnish a copy of the Sunday School Magazine to each 
teacher, and endeavor to place one copy of the weekly Children's Visitor in each family 
represented in the school. 

The Executive Committee are directed to appoint one delegate and alternate to each

II. EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

Your Epworth League Board submits its report as follows: 

We would reiterate in substance a statement made in our last annual report that we 
are fully aware of the many difficulties lying in the way of successfully operating the 
Epworth League in all our Churches, and that there will always be some difficulty in 
maintaining it in any. We believe, notwithstanding, that the League has proven itself 
to be a most valuable adjunct in the work of some of our Churches and a great blessing 
to many. We would call your attention to the fact that none of the societies created by 
the General Conference found at once a smooth sea and easy sailing. For long years 
the Sunday school had a struggle for continuous existence, and in many places for exist- 
ence at all. But the men are all dead now in our Church who oppose the Sunday school 
or doubt the wisdom of its existence. The Woman’s Missionary Societies, the Church 
Extension Board, etc., had, all, to run the gantlet of experiment and severe criticism. 
Nevertheless their good works have demonstrated the wisdom of their projection, and 
we have no thought of canceling any of these societies. Moreover, the present success 
of many of our societies is based upon the knowledge and experience that grew out of past 
failures. From this standpoint we are ready to affirm that the Epworth League is mak- 
ing substantial progress in our Conference. The number of chapters in the Conference 
has not been largely increased, but we verily believe that they all are upon a better 
working basis than ever before. We especially note an increased number of Junior 
Leagues, and we are grateful to note the good work accomplished in this department. 

We record with gratitude the reports of good work being done by many of our local 
chapters, the interest developing in district organizations, and the service rendered in 
some of the districts by the same. Also the fact that we had, at once, the best attended 
and most profitable Annual League Conference the past summer that we have ever had. 

We have passed the hurrah period, and have reached the place where we have less 
talk and more training in ways and means, less liteiary display but more earnest studj^ 
of plans and methods which will insure our success. 

If some Leagues have died, the causes should be studied, and reorganization under- 
taken upon a basis which eliminates the causes of previous failure. The vessel should 
not be allowed to go to pieces twice upon the same rocks. 

In further proof of the value of the League and to encourage in extending its organ- 
ization, we commend to your careful consideration the following statements made b 3 ^ 
our Board by our General Secretary of Missions, Dr. W. R. Lambnth: 

1. That the opening of mission work in Korea was made possible and for a time 
maintained by special collections from the Epworth Leagues. 

2. That several other missionaries in other fields were maintained in the same man- 
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3. That the Epworth League thus aided the General Board in passing through a crisis 
without which aid the way had been shut up. 

4. That the cooperation of the Leagues has inspirited the pastors to undertake large 
things for missions. 

5. That the Leagues have undertaken an educational campaign in the distribution of 
missionary literature and the organization of mission study classes which is already be- 
ginning to yield results. 

6. And that through these instrumentalities intelligent and freewill offerings have 
been largely increased. 

It has been further asserted by both Drs. Burrow and Lambuth that under the new 
regime the 177 Leagues of the Holston Conference have not only been an important fac- 
tor in aiding to pay in full the assessments -for foreign an(f domestic missions, but as an 
incidental result all the other collections have been materially advanced. In view of 
these facts we therefore offer the following resolutions: 

Resolved: 1. That while woare fully aware of the manifold and taxing duties connected 
with the office of presiding elder, yet we realize that no institution of the Church can 
prosper without the constant oversight of its appointed leaders. We therefore respectful- 
ly but earnestly ask our presiding elders to continue to counsel with the pastors in their 
several charges as to the status and possibility of Epworth League work, that thej’^ con- 
tinue to give the matter due emphasis in the Quarterly Conference, and aid as far as pos- 
sible in organizing or reorganizing and strengthening this department of Church enter- 
prise. 

2. That we commend to them the appointment of District Secretaries as a great aid in 
carrying on district organization and work. 

3. That we recommend the organization of J unior Leagues wherever suitable managers, 
may be had, as this department can often be successfully operated where the Senior 
League cannot. 

4. That we commend to your consideration the cooperative plan which has proved so 
signally successful in bringing up full collections in the Kentucky, Western North Caro- 
lina, Holston, Southwest Missouri and other Conferences, this plan alone having put be- 
tween twenty and thirty thousand dollars into the missionary treasury. 

5. That we again set our seal of approval upon the faithful work of our General Secre- 
tary, Dr. H. M. Du Bose, and ask that all our preachers shall aid, as far as possible, in 
circulating the Epworth Era and the League reading course. 

6. That this Conference indorse the election by the Annual League Conference held in 

Nashville in June, 1900, of* the following officers for the ensuing year — viz.: J. A. Bos- 
tick, President; R. E. Hendon, First Vice President; Miss Alice McCauley, Second Vice 
President; Miss Annie Long, Third Vice President; 1. G. Campbell, Secretary; O. W. 
Patton. Treasurer. • J. J. Stow^e, President; 

T. C. Ragsdale, Secretary. 

III. BOOKS AND PERIODICALS. 

Publishing House. 

It is gratifying to note that our Publishing House, between April 1, 1888, and April 
1, 1898, inclusive, contributed to the support of our worn-out preachers, their widows, 
and children the large sum of $167,500; that during this period the House did not fail 
to pay something every year, with the exception of 1894, that being the year followings 
the panic; that during 1895, 1898, 1897, and 1898 the sum of $20,000 was contributed 
each year to this sacred trust. 

It is with deep regret that we find that our Publishing House has not been able to 
contribute anything to this trust during the years 1899 and 1900. 

We append to this report,, as Elxhibit I., a statement showing annually the assets and 
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profits of the Publishing House for the past six years. It will be seen from this Exhib- 
it that within the past two years our Publishing House, notwithstanding a large in- 
crease in its assets, has fallen off in its profits the sum of $17,470.33. 

As the profits decrease the Publishing House is rendered less able to contribute to the 
support of our superannuated preachers, their widows, and orphans. We therefore 
urge upon the preachers and laymen of the Church to rally to the support of this most 
important enterprise of the Church.

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IV. BIBLE CAUSE. 

Your committee would report that for the year ending May 10, 1900, the American 
Bible Society received from the various charges of the Tennessee Conference sundry 
contributions to the amount of $265.75. At the present session of the Conference there 
has been paid in to the acting treasurer of your committee. Rev. A. E. Clement, the 
sum of $180.35, and it is hoped that the total collections for the American Bible So- 
ciety this year will aggregate as much as those of the year past. In this eonnection it 
is well for us to remember that the Southern States” are now classed by the Ameri- 
can Bible Society as “missionary territory.” We recommend that E. A. Clement be 
continued as treasurer. 

The American Bible Society has been the fast friend and hearty supporter of foreign 
missions, and without such support, and that of the British and Foreign Bible Society, 
and of similar societies, these great enterprises of the Church would have been seriously 
crippled, and could not have achieved the success which has been attained. We need, 
therefore, to see to it that these collections for the Bible cause do not fall off. 

We are advised by Dr. French, the field agent, to remind the Conference that the 
means of circulating Bible Society Bibles is through auxiliary societies, and that it is de- 
sired that our pastors lend their cordial support to organizing or reviving such societies. 

We also call attention to the Bible Society Record, the monthly bulletin of the So- 
ciety, published at thirty cents per annum, and containing fresh and vivid sketches of 
Bible work in all lands. 

The Bible Society officers request an assessment on t..e Conference in behalf of the 
American Bible Society. In view of the agitation now prevailing in regard to assess- 
ments, and further, in consideration of the fact that it is obligatory on each pastor to 
take a collection for this cause, we do not recommend an assessment.

V. BOARD or EDUCATION. 

Twentieth Century Movement. 

Your Board presents herewith the report of Dr. W. F. Tillett, who, at the request of 
this Conference, has had charge of the Twentieth Century Movement during the past 
year. We feel that the thanks of the Conference are due Dr. Tillett for his unceasing 
labor in this cause, and we are gratified at the results accomplished during the year. 
We recommend that the work be prosecuted with untiring vigor during the coming 
year until our whole membership responds to this call of the Church. To this end we 
recommend the reappointment of Dr. Tillett as Secretary and Treasurer of the Tw’enti- 
eth Century Fund for the coming year. We further recommend that this movement be 
kept separate and distinct from our regular educational collections, and that all money 
paid into this fund be held by the Treasurer of the Twentieth Century Fund, and that 
pastors remit to him such collections as rapidly as they can be made. 

REPORT OF DR. TILLETT. 

During the Conference year now closing the Twentieth Century Educational Move- 
ment of our Church has been presented to about one hundred congregations within the 
bounds of this Conference. Something over fifty thousand dollars has been raised in 
subscriptions up to date. This includes the subscription of five thousand and five hun- 
dred dollars which has been raised in the town of Goodlettsville for the erection of a 
training school, and which property, it is understood, the subscribers are ready to turn 
over to the Church. Mrs. E. L. Nicholson’s donation of property valued at $15,000 
should be added to the above. This makes the amount secured up to date about $65,- 
000. But this is only an approximate estimate, for I find it impossible to make an ab- 
solutely accurate report as to the amounts subscribed. A liberal friend of Vanderbilt 
University has preferred to make his subscription in the form of a ten-year endowment 
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life insurance policy for $5,000. This policy already has a cash valuation of a thousand 
dollars or more, and will ultimately realize to the University its full face value; but we 
have not included it and other similar policies in the above summary. 

This Conference has a membership of over 67,000. We might therefore announce a 
subscription approximating a dollar per member for the Conference. But such a state- 
ment would be misleading, for less than five thousand lay members out of our entire 
membership have as yet made subscriptions to this fund. The personal subscriptions 
of the preachers of the Conference average about $35 each, and nearly every preacher 
in the Conference has made a liberal subscription, considering financial ability. But the 
great body of our membership at large have as yet made no thank offering whatever in 
oonneetion with this important educational movement. We believe that if this cause is 
properly presented to all our congregations over $100,000 can easily be secured as the 
thank offering of the Tennessee Conference. It should be our aim to secure a thank of- 
fering from every member of the Church within our bounds for some amount, however 
small. 

I have regarded my mission in connection with this great movement not merely to 
raise money, but, working in connection with presiding elders and pastors, to make it 
a grand campaign for Christian education; and in the judgment of many observers and 
friends of the movement, much larger good is being accomplished by the seed that is 
sown and the uplifting influences that are started in behalf of better schools and higher 
educational ideals than is accomplished simply by the money that is being raised. 

It should also be mentioned as an incident of this educational campaign that the ap- 
peal for thank offerings in most cases aids rather than hinders pastors in making their 
ordinary collections for the various objects committed to them. Many pastors have so 
testified. To take in the significance of this great world-wide movement of universal 
Methodism and to catch its spirit tends to enlarge narrow ideas of liberality and shows 
itself in larger contributions to the support of the ministry and other objects. The mil- 
lion dollars that has already been pledged to this movement throughout the Church 
means many additional thousands of dollars to other worthy causes. 

I present herewith a statement of the amounts subscribed by preachers and people in 
the various districts. The figures given, however, can claim to be only approximately 
accurate:

Acting under the’ instructions given me by the Conference, I have asked our people 
to direct their donations to the two causes especially approved by the Conference at its 
last session in Columbia — viz., eighty per cent to the erection of a Tennessee Home for 
Young Ladies at Vanderbilt University which shall be the property of the Tennessee 
Conference; and twenty per cent to the Biblical Department of the University; and I 
have informed subscribers that their donations would be so distributed unless they or- 
dered otherwise. At the same time I have informed them that they could direct their 
donations to any institution of learning belonging to the Methodist Episcopal Church. 
South, wheresoever located; and from five hundred to a thousand dollars of the amount 
subscribed has been directed to Church schools located outside of the bounds of this Con- 
ference. Some of the subscriptions taken have been directed wholly to the proposed 
Home for Young Ladies, while others are directed wholly to Vanderbilt University. 

As is generally known. Brother Samuel Cupples, of St. Louis, has promised to give 
fifty thousand dollars to the Biblical Department of Vanderbilt University if the addi- 
tional sum of one hundred thousand dollars shall be raised in cash for that department 
of the university from other sources by the next session of the General Conference, in 
1902. If there is any Annual Conference in our entire connection that should take a 
laudable pride in helping to make good this generous offer of Brother Cupples, it is sure- 
ly the Tennessee Conference, as the university is located in its bounds and nearly one- 
fourth of the active members of this Conference have been at some time students in the 
Biblical Department. In view of these and other facts the friends of the University feel 
that they have a right to expect that the Tennessee Conference will lead the entire 
Lhurch in raising the amount that is necessary to secure this liberal donation. 
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That the Tennessee Conference, with its large membership and its great wealth, should 
have in the city of Nashville no institution of learning whatever for the education of 
young women is, as it should be, a source of profound regret and deep humiliation to 
our people everywhere. The Methodist colleges for young ladies which have been loca- 
ted there in the past have been private enterprises, and after a limited career have come 
to an end. What the Tennessee Conference and the entire Methodist Church greatly 
needs and must have is a well-equipped institution of highest grade for the education of 
young women that shall be located in that city. To give it permanence it should be 
owned by the Church, and to insure that it shall do th4 highest grade of work at the 
least possible cost it should in some way be connected with Vanderbilt University. To 
meet this profound and long-felt need in our educational system is what the Tennessee 
Conference proposes now to do with its Twentieth Century Educational Thank Offerings. 
Surely a movement so important and far-reaching as this has a right to expect the sym- 
pathy and help of every Methodist in the bounds of the Tennessee Conference. 

I desire to express my appreciation of the services of Rev. J. T. Curry, Prof. W. R. 
Webb, Rev. J. H. Dinning, and others who have aided me during the past summer. No one 
working in connection with this movement during the past year has received any sala- 
ry for Services rendered. The entire cost of the campaign for the year for traveling ex- 
penses, printing, stationery, postage, and all other items, is only a little over four nuu- 
dred dollars, or less than one per cent on the amount secured in subscriptions. 

This moveinent has in it glorious possibilities of largest success and of inestimable 
blessing to this Conference and to the cause of Christian education within our bounds, 
and indeed throughout the whole Church. We cannot afford to stop with what we have 
done; to do so would be to fail, and to throw away the noblest opportunity for a large 
^nd permanent educational work that has ever come to the Tennessee Conference. On 
the other hand, if the movement is only pressed now by presiding elders and pastors 
until every congregation within our bounds and every member of our Church has been 
appealed to for a thank offering for Christian education, it will prove a grand success; 
and a beautiful and commodious building, a Christian home of culture and refinement, 
for the higher education of the daughters of our Church at Vanderbilt University, will 
crown our efforts and meet the long-felt desires of many a Methodist parent’s heart.

Summer Institute. 

We are gratified to learn of the many evidences of success that marked the second 
session of the Summer Institute for undergraduates of the Conference. This movement 
on the part of the Examining Committees of this Conference is worthy of our full sup- 
port and hearty indorsement. We would urge all the undergraduates of the Confer- 
ence to begin at once to make their arrangements to attend the next session of the In- 
stitute, and if possible to stand their examinations on the prescribed course of study at 
that time, so that they may be left free to devote their summer months to evangelistic 
work, and the early fall to raising their assessments for the benevolent and other col- 
lections of the Church. As many as seventy-five members of this Conference attended 
the session of the Institute held last summer, which is gratifying evidence that the In- 
stitute is meeting a long-felt want among our young ministers. We desire also to give 
our hearty indorsement to the work of the postgraduate class, which was organized at 
the last session of the Conference, and which did most excellent work during the ses- 
sion of the Institute, having an average daily attendance of about thirty-five. We are 
pleased to learn that some seventy members of the Conference have joined this class, 
which has in it the possibilities of largest usefulness, prescribing, as it does, an instruct- 
iv e and interesting course of reading and study, which is changed each year. Under- 
graduates from no less than sixteen different Annual Conferences attended the last ses 
sion of the Institute. 

We would again request the presiding elders not to appoint the Quarterly Confer- 
ences of the charges served by undergraduates during the last ten days in June, which 
is the time embraced in the session of the Institute. 

Educational Institutions. 

Within the bounds of the Tennessee Conference, Vanderbilt University and the Mon- 
terey School are distinctively the property of our Church. We are glad to report 
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these institutions in a most tiourishin^ condition. The celebration of the tvventy-tifth 
anniversary of the founding of Vanderbilt University has brought this institution con- 
spicuously forward before the whole Church, and will result, we trust, in large increase 
of the power and resources of the university. 

We recommend the appointment of the following Board of Trustees for the Monterey 
School: The presiding elder of the district, the pastor in charge, R. P. McClain, A. Al- 
good, W. B. Key. 

Within the past j^ear about $5,500 has been raiseil at Goodlettsville for the establish- 
ment of a training school, which is offered to our Church as a part of the Twentieth 
('’entury collection. We therefore recommend that this school be accepted by the Con- 
ference, and the following persons be named as trustees: The presiding elder of the 
East Nashville District, the pastor in charge at Goodletsville, R. G. Connell, W. A. 
Cartwright, and W. P. Clark. We think it should be stated by this Conference, in ac- 
cepting this property, that we do not expect this school to be made at any time a charge 
upon the Conference. It is our understanding that all expenses, both for improve- 
ments of property and the operation of the school, shall be provided for without the 
aid of the Conference. 

There are furtlier quite a number of institutions that have been considered as under 
the patronage of this Conference, and worthy to be commended to our people. These 
are Soule College, Martin College, Clarksville Academy, Howard Institute, and the 
Mooney School. 

So far as reports have been received, all these schools are prosperous, and we believe 
them all to be Avorthy of the patronage of our members. In this connection we call at- 
tention to the following action of the General Board of Education, taken at its last 
meeting : 

Resolved, That in the opinion of the General Board of Education all the reports of 
the Annual Conference Boards of Education published in the Minutes of the Conferences, 
and all other oftieial publications, should rank each institution of learning under their 
oversight, in accordance with the classification of the General Board of Education. 

That we request the Conferences having the control of schools which grant the ordi- 
naiy honorary and undergraduate degrees, but w hich fall l)elow the rank of a college 
in the classification of the General Board of Education, to direct such schools to cease 
giving these degrees until they advance their work to the minimum requirements of all 
colleges. 

That our Corresponding Secretary be required to bring this action to the attention 
of the Annual Conferences and their Boards of Education. 

W e are in hearty accord w ith these view^s of our General Board, and do not believe 
that any degree should be conferred by institutions under our control unless said insti- 
tutions conform to the requirements as fixed by our Educational Commission, and we 
hereby declare our intention to enforce this principle in our future reports and publi- 
cations.

VI. TEMPERANCE. 

To say that the liquor traffic is a monster evil, an enemy to the Church and state, is 
only stating a fact that every moral man will admit. The great question for us to de- 
termine is: What are we going to do about it? 

We are convinced that the members of the Christian Churches are responsible for the 
existence of the legalized liquor traffic. The highest courts of our country have decreed 
that no one has the inherent right to engage in the liquor business, and therefore no one 
can engage in it without a license. The license is granted by the Legislature, and the 
Legislature is composed of representatives elected by the Christian voters of this coun- 
try. We therefore have the painful fact that the legalized liquor traffic is a creature of 
the Christian voters. 

Brethren, your committee is of the opinion that it is our duty to rid ourselves of the 
indictment thus brought against us. We believe it to be the duty of every follower of 
the blessed Saviour to do all in his power to remove and forever eradicate this gigantic 
evil from our fair- land by his example, by his speech, and by the exercise of the highest 
prerogative of an American citizen — his ballot. 

The liquor traffic is in politics; and if you are after it, you must go where it is. We 
do not want politics brought into our religion, but we do believe that the great need of 
to-day is religion in our politics. Dr. R. N. Price once truthfully said: “ The politicians

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and the divines have a hard time of it; the politicians trying to keep out of religion, and 
the divines trying to keep out of politics. The country is in a bad case; we are too re- 
ligious to dabble in politics, and too political to dabble in religion. Legislatures decline 
to take temperance out of the hands of the Church; they have an enormous amount of 
confidence in moral suasion. Divines decline to preach on prohibition for fear of trench- 
ing upon the domain of the politician. Thus both parties are handicapped, the devil 
grins, and the liquor traffic flourishes.” 

We reaffirm all of the utterances on the liquor traffic heretofore made by our Church. 
We earnestly and prayerfully urge all of our members, ministers, and laymen every- 
where to join hands with us in an honest and aggressive warfare against this the great- 
est enemy of everything that meets a divine approval. 

We therefore pledge ourselves to totally abstain from the use of intoxicating liquors 
as a beverage, to refuse the use of our property for the carrying on of the business, 
to withhold our ballots and support from any party or individual who seeks to elect 
representatives to enact laws who do not affirmatively declare their opposition to the 
legalizing of the liquor traffic; and at all times and under all circumstances use our in- 
fluence in every legitimate and honorable way to destroy this traffic, the friend of the 
devil and the foe of God. Gilby C. Kelly, Chairman;

VII. THE SABBATH. 

Your Committee on the Observance of the Sabbath, would respectfully call your at- 
tention to the fact that there seems to be a widespread and groMung disregard of the 
sacredness of the Christian Sabbath as a day of rest and devotion, for physical refresh- 
ment, and spiritual improvement; as shown, in the first place, by the opening and pat- 
ronizing of places of business, and by doing ordinary work on this day, such as manual 
labor, the payment of debts, employment of hands, the making of contracts, etc. As 
shown in the second place by the common practice of taking trips and excursions on 
the Sabbath. 

In view of the foregoing facts. 

Resolved : 1. That we, the members of the Tennessee Conference, will do all in our 
power by precept and example to impress upon our people the sacredness of the Chris- 
tian Sabbath. 

2. That we recommend that each preacher in the Conference, in the reading of our 
general rules, emphasize the rule on the observance of the Sabbath, and stress the fact 
that there will cease to be Sabbath desecration by selling when there ceases to be Sab- 
. bath desecration by buying. 

3. That we urge all our people to use their influence in impressing upon the proper 
officials the importance of enforcing existing Sabbath laws wherever violated.

VIII. CHURCH PROPERTY. 

There is a decrease of $1,154 in the value of churches, and $3,449 in the value of par- 
sonages, and an increase of $2,054 in the value of other Church property. We are glad 
to report a steady increase in the value of our church and parsonage buildings; also an 
improvement in their architectural design. 

We have 595 1-4 churches, and 130 parsonages, a decrease of 10 churches and a de- 
crease of 5 parsonages. 

We find that $293,975 insurance is carried on Church property, an increase in insur- 
ance carried of $2,325 over last year. Insurance collected during the year, $750. 

We recommend that all inflammable Church property be insured.

— The headings of this journal do not embrace the place and date 
from day to day of holding the Conference. In the proceedings of the second day this 
statement occurs: “ W. J. Wright was before the Conference. He was unanimously for 
readmission.” It is presumed that Brother Wright was recommended for readmission 
into the traveling connection. The same day we find the following entry: “W. F. 
Tillett, D.D., addressed the Conference on the Summer Institute.” What Summer In- 
stitute is not stated. Several other entries are not as explicit as they should be — that is, 
if they are intended to form a part of a historical record. 

Franklin District. — ^The names, rather than the number of members present, should 
be given, and the name of the presiding officer should be stated in the record of each 
session. All reports should not only be mentioned when presented and adopted, but 
also recorded in full in the appendix. The resolution of thanks and the report of the 
committee on temperance were not disposed of, so far as the record shows. 

Fayetteville District. — The book is very satisfactorily kept. 

Murfreesboro District. — The record is neatly kept. It, however, lacks proper head- 
ings. More space should be left between sessions, and the arrangement of the entire 
record so made as to readily indicate the session and the business. A better method of 
noting members present should be adopted, as the record shows the President absent 
during the entire Conference. 

Nashville District. — This book is very satisfactorily kept. 

Columbia District. — This book is very satisfactorily kept. 

Clarksville District. — This book is very satisfactorily kept. ' 

Lebanon District. — This book is well kept. It is very neat, and the penmanship most 
excellent. 

Savannah District. — The reports are not recorded in the aj)pendix, as stated in the 
the minutes.

To this end we urge 
our pastors to begin early, and put forth constant and persistent effort. 

We note with pleasure the good work done by the woman’s foreign and home mis- 
sion societies, and urge our pastors to encourage and help them in their work by or- 
ganizing societies in charges where there are none, and circulating the Little Worker in 



our Sunday schools. 

We heartily indorse and commend the work done by the Epworth Leagues, and re- 
quest them to continue the plans inaugurated and worked so successfully the past year. 

We recommend that the Conference request our Missionary Secretaries to memorial- 
ize Congress to repeal the tax recently levied, so far as it relates to legacies and bequests 
for benevolent purposes.

L. R. Amis, Chairman. 
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Absalom H. Reams was born.near Spring 
Hill, Tenn., September 27, 1821; and died 
triumphantly September 28, 1900, aged sev- 
enty-nine years and one day. He was con- 
verted September 15, 1840, and was ad- 
mitted on trial into the Tennessee Annual 
Conference in October, 1843, and indue time 
was received into full connection. He re- 
ceived also in due time his ordination as 
deacon and elder. He traveled as preach- 
er in charge of work seven years, w hen ill 
health and a delicate and sensitive throat 
forced him to ask and obtain a supernu- 
merary relation, W'hich he sustained until 
October, 1898, when he felt that his w'ork 
w’as done, and took a superannuated rela- 
tion, but never was an incumbent on the 
Conference for material support. January 
4. 1853, he w’^as married to Miss Martha J. 
Burger, and to them w^ere born eight chil- 
dren, live boys and three girls, six of whom, 
four boys and two girls, are j^et living. His 
faithful Christian wife died in peace Sep- 
tember 10, 1877, and about eleven years aft- 
er her death he was married to Miss Sa- 
mantha Gilbert. While he could not re- 
main in the active itinerant work in a pas- 
toral sense, no man was ever more thor- 
oughly itinerant in feeling and consecrated 
purpose. He was a good man, full of faith 
and of the Holy Ghost, and in his sphere 
accomplished much. When he was forced 
by ill health to give up the itinerant work 
of the ministry, he chose the practice of 
medicine, feeling, as he often said, that he 
would become less secularized in that than 
almost any other secular calling. At the 
bedside of the sick he ministered both to 
soul and body, and in the entire bounds of 
his practice he was truly “the beloved 
physician. As a preacher he was far above 
ordinary, well informed on all the doc- 
trines of his Church, abundantly able and 
always ready to defend them when occa- 
sion required He was a man of meek and 
quiet spirit, gentle and affectionate disposi- 
tion, tender and conscientious in all his 
dealings with men, firm and decided in 
his convictions, brave and determined in 
his purpose to do right in all things, a large- 
hearted man, with charity for all and mal- 
ice to none, a high-toned Christian gentle- 
man, whom it was easy to love. He was 
a lover of children, and easily won their 
hearts. When I was a small boy he trav- 
eled the old Cumberland Circuit, and my 
father’s house was one of his homes. He 
won all of our hearts, and no preacher was 
ever held in higher esteem in our famil 3 ^ 
My first work in the Tennessee Conference 
was Short Mountain Circuit, and Brother 
Reams was a real father to me. The many 
pleasant and profitable days I have spent 
in his unpretentious little home at the base 



of Short Mountain will always be a green 
spot in my memory. He was a great peace- 
maker. At one of my Churches on that 
work two of my leading members were at 
daggers’ points over some old war trouble. 
I cited them to trial. Brother Reams was 
there. A large congregation had gathered, 
and there was much feeling on both sides. 
Just before we were to enter into trial 
Brother Reams said: “Brother N., let us 
take these brethren, the committee and 
the witnesses, to the grove and pray be- 
fore we go into trial.” We did so. He 
made a tender, touching talk, and I called 
them to prayer and asked Brother Reams 
to lead the prayer. Such a prayer I think 
I never heard. The Holy Spirit filled all 
hearts. The parties at variance arose 
and embraced each other, while all re- 
joiced so loud that the congregation came 
into the grove and joined in the service. 
No Avonder Absalom H. Reams died tri- 
umphantly. His son. Rev. H. B. Reams, 
who is an honored member of this Confer- 
ence, wrote me as follows: “A month ago, 
next to my last visit to my father, he was, 
during the whole time of my visit, as clear 
in mind as 1 ever saw him. We talked, as 
we had alwa^ys done, much about the Bible 
and religious experience. I felt on leaving 
that perhaps that might be, as it was, our 
last conversation. Bending over him, I 
said: ‘Father, how is it with you in this 
hour of suffering and trial? If I should 
not see you again, shall I feel that j^ou are 
all right?’ With meekness, resignation, 
and great deliberation he said: ‘Herschel, 
our relations here must soon be broken up, 
and I feel that God is sustaining me. His 
grace is sufficient for me, and I am all 
right. ’ I reached him before he died, but 
he could not speak to me then.” Blessed 
be the God of all comfort, who sustains his 
children as they walk through the valley of 
the shadow of death! He rests from his 
labors, and his works do follow. ‘ ‘ Thanks 
be to God, which giveth us the victory 
through our Lord Jesus Christ I ” 

John H. Nichols. 

J. G. Rice, pastor of South Street 
Church, Nashville, Tenn., went to his 
Father and our Father, Tuesday night, 
April 17. I came to know him first Octo- 
ber 28, 1851. He had joined the Conference 
on trial in 1848. The following year the 
Conference was held at Lebanon. The young 
preacher had come on horseback. Kind 
country people led the horses to their 
farms, while the preachers, saddlebags on 
shoulders, were conducted to their various 
hospitable homes. It was my good for- 
tune to act as conductor for J. G. Rice. I 
remember that he would not allow me to 
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carry liis saddlebags for him, but attracted 
me % interesting talk. Last year, at our 
Conference at Columbia, 1 learned that 
Brother Rice had determined to accept a 
superannuated relation, and allow him- 
self to go on the honor roll at the close 
of his forty-nine years of service. A 
little later I heard that the brethren 
were very anxious to have him com- 
plete his fiftieth year in the itinerant serv- 
ice. It was a great pleasure to me, 
through the kindness of Bishop Galloway, 
to be able to offer to him South Street 
Church, with its cosy little parsonage next 
door to the church and its little congrega- 
tion of kind-hearted, laboring people. He 
found his way, as he did always, to the 
hearts of the people, but did not wait for 
the honor roll of the next Conference. He 
heard the master calling him higher, and 
with his usual cheerful smile entered into 
rest. J. G. Rice was a model itinerant 
preacher. After his eldership began it be- 
came thoroughly understood that he was a 
four-year man. He never asked to be moved, 
and the people nev^er asked that he be 
moved. The longer he remained on a 
work the more he loved his people, and 
the more the people loved him. Not only 
the elder people, but the children took 
him into their hearts. With bright eyes 
and eager questionings they gathered 
about his knees, his keen observations of 
nature enabling him to introduce to them 
the habits of flowers, vines, and trees, and 
the peculiarities of animals, birds, and in- 
sects. When we, by his own request, laid 
him to rest at Green Brier, the Church he 
had served four years before coming to 
South Street, the packed church was one- 
third filled with children. As he grew 
riper, he loved more and the people loved 
him more, so that he and the people at 
Green Brier were one in asking that he 
sleep there. We laid him to rest beneath 
the cloudless sky. Two peach trees were 
in full bloom near the grave, and we felt 
sure that the song birds he loved so well 
would come and sing a requiem over his 
sleeping dust. The service at South Street 
before we removed him to Green Brier was 
made particularly interesting by the pres- 
ence of a large number of preachers who 
had known him longest and best. An 
opportunity was given them to pay a 
tribute to his memory. One of them 
said: “He was a wise man, read the 
best books, knew with singular accura- 
cy the whole breadth of theological teach- 
ing, and belonged to the best class of in- 
structive preachers. He was a fine critic 
of preaching and had the remarkable fac- 
ulty of correcting the young preachers’ er- 
rors in a way that would make them love 
their critic. He was a fine conversation- 
alist, his words always chaste and clean.” 



Another said: “In all the years I have 
known him, he neither sought an appoint- 
ment nor complained of one that was given 
him. ’ ’ Another said : ‘ ‘ He was a rare man, 
such as we sometimes meet in the shady 
nooks of life. Had Burns, Goldsmith, 
Leigh Hunt, George Macdonald, or Ian 
Maclaren met him, they would have added 
to their repertoire a character as unique 
and beautiful as any to be found in their, 
descriptions of noble living in everyday 
life.” Yet another said: “He always 
taught me something. One day when we 
were holding a meeting together, during 
an hour of rest we were sitting where a 
number of butterfies were flitting in the 
sunlight. The smaller were circling about 
little pools of water, restlessly putting in 
their beaks here and there. He said: ‘Now 
watch, and you will see that the large gol- 
den-winged butterflies fly high and keep a 
straight direction south.’ As I rememiDer 
it to-day my heart says he always flew 
high, and his course was directly heaven- 
ward. ’ ’ Another, alluding to his fine taste in 
poetry, said: “One day two of us were ap- 
proaching his house in a hard shower of 
rain; the day had been full of rain, with oc- 
casional suspension of the showers. Dur- 
ing these suspensions he had been in his 
garden at work — his clothing and feet were 
soiled with earth. In this dishabille he^ 
sat on the front porch reading. Calling 
to us, ‘Come in, boys,’ we found that he 
was reading a copy of Burns. After read- 
ing aloud, to our great enjoyment, a num- 
ber of poems, he began to talk of the poet, 
his singular naturalness, which he contrast- 
ed with Milton, Byron, and others; con- 
cluding this instructive talk by saying 
‘ Bobbie ’ was the most natural of them all. 
His sense of quaint humor was with him 
to the last. As I sat by his bedside the 
last time I was with him, his mind wan 
dering, and only now and then clear, I 
mentioned something that his doctor had 
said. He replied, “0, now about doctors, 
•I don’t know if they are not very much 
like a farmer who once said of rain after a 
flood had swept away his fences and most 
of his plowed ground, ‘ It is hard to tell 
whether taking it by and large there is 
most bad or most good in rain,’” closing 
with a quaint smile. The most beautiful 
of all that was spoken was in private con- 
versation with his eldest son when he said; 
“ Yesterday brother and I were talking to- 
gether of father. I said to him: “For 
some years past whenever I have seen a 
new picture of Christ, studying it has; 
brought to me more and more the fea- 
tures that have been ripening in our fa- 
ther’s face for some years past.’ I asked 
my brother if this thought had ever oc- 
curred to him, when he replied: ‘Often.’ ”* 
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No son ever laid a more honorable wreath 
upon the brow of a father.

William G. Dorris was born in Sum- 
ner County, Tenn., May 6, 1815; and died 
April 8, 1900, aged eighty-five years. He 
was twice married. At the age of twenty 
years he was married to Miss Charlotte 
Cain, of Huntsville, Ala. The union was 
a happy one. On October 26, 1853, he was 
married to Miss Elzira Ruth, of Shelbyville, 
Tenn., who survives him and was wor- 
thy of the love he lavished upon her. 
Ten children survive him: two by his 

first wife and eight by his last marriage. 
The exact time of his conversion is not 
recalled. Dates are valuable, but the 
things they represent are often of supreme 
importance. When his intellectual eyes 
were opened he was amazed at the possi- 
bilities opening upon him. He saw a mag- 
nificence in Christianity which thrilled his 
whole being. The Latins invented a word 
which we translate by this term — magnifi- 
cence — which means the best greatness to 
be found. This he sought assiduously, and 
ere long grasped by faith the truth as it is 
in Jesus, and passed into this new empire. 
As is always the case, his newly found hap- 

E iness so wrought upon his inner self that 
e was willing to sacrifice earthly successes 
for the best things of God. . He saw that it 
was a sacrifice of the low and small. Some- 
thing had to be put aside. When your 
•child reached a certain age, you said : 
“It is time to put aside your toys; the 
hour has come for higher things, and 
vou must enter upon a larger life.” The 
lloly Spirit thus appealed to his soul 
in what we: Methodists term a “ call to 
preach.” He hesitated, not because that 
•call would involve sacrifice, but owing to 
inadequate preparation. When he made 
the discovery that God had welded happi- 
ness and imperfection, he at once decided 
to lay aside earthly prospects that he 
might help humanity in its upward march.* 
He was a prosperous merchant in Decatur, 
Ala. ; had been a judge of one of the 
courts; and was said to be the most popu- 
lar man in Morgan County, Ala. He was 
then about fort 3 ’^-three years old. He con- 
secrated all to God according to the true 
meaning of that word — “full-handed.” 
Everything was laid at the feet of Jesus. In 
1849 he joined the Tennessee Conference. 
Invisible hands impelled him to this step, 
pushing him forward. He bowed in sad- 
ness, not because earth was a failure, but 
because mankind moved up the divine 
height with so slow a step. He had associ? 
ated with men, and saw that, though born 
into the magnificent schoolhouse of the 
age. they would not study its high course, 
he would therefore contribute his influ- 
ence in persuading them to seek the best 



things of God. He became ambitious to 
weave the truths of Christianity into their 
hearts, as musicians weave notes into mu- 
sic. Our brother was a believer in the su- 
pernatural. He learned that God makes 
virtue a supernatural act, not in the sense 
of the miraculous, but in the sense of de- 
riving its impulse from God in him. Thus 
taught, he went in and out before the 
Church of God for forty years, retiring 
from the active work in 1890. Some one 
has said: “Great men are the stakes which 
God has driven down, indicating to what 
the rest of humanity should aspire, and 
after what it should reach.” Rev. W. G. 
Dorris was a man so well rounded in qual- 
ities as to be classed, according to God’s 
measurement, with those lofty souls worthy 
of imitation. His life was one of moral 
beauty. Those most closel 3 ’^ identified with 
his life assure us he would take an insult 
rather than break a friendship. It is said 
he never had a difficulty with any one. He 
was a ^^ 3 ^^ fine specimen of physical man- 
hood, and also a superb specimen of a 
Christian gentleman. He might have 
adopted Tennyson’s famous lines without 
exaggeration : 

My strength is as the strength of ten. 

Because my heart is pure. 

Brother Dorris was a man who possessed 
a number of qualities that fitted him for 
usefulness in the ministry. He was not a 
genius, but was more. We sometimes use 
a word the force of which is not always 
understood. This word enlarges one’s con- 
ception of the height to which one ma 3 " 
climb. It is the word “magnanimity,” 
from magna, “great,” and animus, “spir- 
it, ’ ’ which signifies great-mindedness. Our 
brother was broad-minded, and followed 
the divine method of enlarging and enrich- 
ing his soul. He availed himself of the 
forms of power devised for man’s enno- 
bling. One of the elements of his character 
was the absoluteness of his self-sacrifice; 
another, the transcendence of his faith. It 
might be said of him, life meant that in- 
ward condition of energetic manhood in 
which the whole man is in harmony with 
itself, and with the whole of the divine 
will, and is entirely surrendered to the di- 
vine purpose. Perhaps his tact was one of 
the most conspicuous qualities of the minor 
elements which go to make the true man.

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HISTORICAL REMINISCENCE. 

[The following was written by Dr. H. N. McTyeire (afterwards Bishop), editor of 
the Christian Advocate, upon his visit to the Tennessee Conference at McMinnville, Oc- 
tober, 1858.] 

Forty-Seventh Session. 

The hospitality of the citizens of McMinnville was without stint, and we heard' many 
hearty acknowledgments of it among preachers and visitors. A trip to their great 
mountain was arranged by them for the Conference on Tuesday evening. We hear that 
they enjoyed it. Indeed, if rumor can be believed, those grave pastors, and the bishop 
among them, got high. Dr. Erwin, having had a hint below of a requisition that would 
be made on him above, was called out for a poem. It brought down the mountain — 
“Ben Lomond, Hail!” Speeches were made, while the visitors hulled chestnuts, 
cracked scalybarks, ate persimmons, drank of one of the sweetest springs that ever 
flowed from the earth, and sighted the grand horizon, then “Old Hundred” and the 
benediction. 

Having to leave before all this came off, we made our ascent on Monday afternoon, 
in company with the attorney-general, Mr. Stubblefield, for a close view, and Mr. Fal- 
conet, civil engineer, with his telescope, for a long view, and Prof. Everheart, of Hunts- 
ville, Ala., for a classic view. Altogether, we had a grand view. 

Tucker’s bay pony (we doubt if there is an equal even in his livery stable) has a long 
mane — good quality for riding up a mountain a thousand feet high from the starting 
point. Up, up; don’t look^behind; that would break the final prospect. The side view, 
however, will pay. Standing on the summit in front of the deserted summer lodge of 

Col. R , look over McMinnville toward Short Mountain. One has well said that a 

shout or dead silence is the only fit language of the soul. One can hardly have a low 
thought up there. Lookout Mountain is higher, and therefore spreads out a wider pros- 
pect, with the river winding through it. But the poetry there is infringed upon by 
prose: one sees regular dwelling houses, pig pens, cow pens, and a livery stable on its 
bleak and narrow table. Here are grand forests, a broad plain, and generous soil. 
Ben Lomond will yet be a famous summering place; and people ought to be better, as 
well as healthier, for a season on its top. 

Religious Services. 

These were, as they ought to be everywhere, a chief feature of the Conference at 
McMinnville. Business did not overrun devotion. There were conversions during the 
sessions: The whites had their appointments for meetings, and the negroes theirs. On 
the Sabbath the Rev. Golman Green awoke early with psaltery and harp, and a good 
congregation with him, and they had a melting sermon at sunrise in the Methodist 
Church. Thus was struck a fine keynote for the Sabbath services.

In 1868 the membership of the Tennessee Conference paid 634 cents per capita for missions ; in 1S78 they paid 13)^ cents, while in 1888 they paid 5334 cents per capita. 

The figures in reference to salaries are not satisfactory, as the number of preachers include only those in full connection, and do not include local preachers serving as “ sup- 
plies;” on the other hand, some of those on the “effective” list are connected with educational institutions, and still others are engaged in connectional work. Of course these 
items cause our figures to be but approximately accurate, yet they are as nearly correct as we can make them. The loss of records by fire and otherwise has prevented making more 
detailed reports.
